J. RAYMOND GIBEINS, ’04 
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History of the Alumni Association 
By John D. Williams. 


HEN I eonsented to write a History of the Alumni As- 
sociation of the Technical High Sehool, I did not 
realize that two very good ones were already in ex- 
istence; one written by F. L. Hunn, ’03, for the 1907 

Oriole; and the second, by E. A. Soutra, ’04, the year following. 
However, having promised to do the task, I shall complete it to 
the best of my ability. I shall review briefly what has already 
been stated at more length, and tell what has ceeurred during 
the past year. 

Well do I remember the evening of June 29, 1903, when a 
vood proportion of the class of 1903 gathered in the hall of the 
old Mechanies Arts High Sehool and organized this association. 
Those boys were full of fun and mischief, but in dead earnest 
about forming something which should endure as long as the 
sun, for just stop a moment. Have we not an organization that 
shall last as long at the Technical High School? Surely this 
school, to us the best of its kind, will be in existence as long as 
there are institutions of learning, and will there not always be 
such institutions as long as the sun shines? 

At that first meeting, officers were elected and a committee 
appointed which drew up a constitution. A final constitution 
was adopted at a business meeting in 1906, and, with only a few 
corrections, 1s the same as that drawn up by the committee from 
the class of 1903. Elsewhere in this erticle will be found a com- 
plete list of the officers for each year. It 1s probably known that 
banquets with a business meeting connected have been held each 
year about Christmas time. These gatherings have been enjoy- 
able affairs, the members responding to toasts, with always a 
welcome word from Mr. Warner. In 1907, Mr. G. C. Gardner 
was invited to speak concerning the new school building and he 
proved very interesting. 

The following summer, on June 29, the association gave Mr. 
Frank E. Mathewson a farewell banquet. Take notice that this 
date was just five years from the day when the first meeting of 
the association was held in the old school hall. After the best 
dinner ever served to the association members, Carl Handforth, 
a most admirable toastmaster, called for speeches from J. R. 
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Gibbins, ’04; P. P. Forgue, ’06; W. R. Chisholm, 06; J. D. Wil- 
hams, ’03; Mr. Warner; Mr. Holton; and Mr. Mathewson,;—all 
of whom spoke entertainingly. <A very tasty and appropriate 
menu card was prepared by P. P. Forgue contaming a picture of 
Mr. Mathewson. The committee in charge consisted of J. D. Wil- 
lidimMs: ao 1. ee orgie 06" and... lis Badger, ‘OT. 

The last regular meeting of the association was held at the 
Cooley Hotel, December 26, 1908. We were fortunate in obtain- 
ing the services of Hon. Frederick H. Gillett, who spoke most. in- 
terestingly on ‘‘The Panama Canal,’’ following which Mr. E. E. 
Stockbridge, chief engineer of the Springfield Water Depart- 
ment, explained the preparation and construction of the Spring- 
field water system at Little River. Both speakers were in- 
structive as well as entertaining. 

Business was next in order, and Mr. A. D. Dean, Mr. F. E. 
Mathewson, and Mr. C. F. Warner were made honorary members 
of the association. By no means the least important business 
was the appropriating of ten dollars to the ‘‘Oriole Fund.’’ 
This fund is small; but, as its object is a very worthy one, there 
ought to be more attention given to it than has been given in 
the past. At this meeting there were also received thirty-five 
subseriptions for the 1909 Oriole. 

As we look back on the history of this association with an 
existence of only six years, we can see a great change. From a 
handful of fun-loving boys, a little boisterous at their annual 
meeting, we find a company of quiet young men, handling their 
affairs in a more businesslike way, looking for knowledge be- 
fore pleasure, and for system rather than disorder; knowledge 
shown by the speakers chosen for the meetings, and system by 
the support given to a worthy cause, which is to grow by means 
of a system. The history in the past has been a record of meet- 
ings and officers elected; but the history of the future will be a 
record of work accomplished and of successes achieved by our 
classmates in the Technical High School.

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Memories of the “Old Times”

N LABOR DAY, 1919, I was in Springfield, on business, 
and decided to stay over to the dedication of the new 
‘*Technical High School,’’ that afternoon. After lunch 
I was standing on the corner of State and Catherine 

streets, wondering what to do with myself in the hour before the 
dedication, when I heard the yell of ‘‘Fire.’’ A moment later 
several firemen issued from the engine-house carrying fire-ex- 
tinguishers. Crossing the street, I started up State after them, 
when, to my surprise, they turned into the building where the 
‘Mechanic Arts High School’’ was once located. I followed 
them in, but soon lost all interest in the insignificant fire. When 
the firemen left, I was standing in the doorway of a large room 
on the third floor, trying to picture the room as it was when I 
first entered it in September, 1905. It was there, in the Assembly 
Hall, that I had had my first glimpse of my future classmates; 
and there that we had received elementary instructions in regard 
to our school life and work. Many memories of those old days 
passed through my mind in rapid suecession, but only a com- 
paratively small number stand out clearly. 

As I turned to go down the stairs, I remembered the time at 
the close of recess when someone started to rush me,—desisting, 
however, immediately when I twisted my head around and looked 
at him. <A glance into one of the rooms brought back the time 
whon I had just written ‘‘et’’ instead of ‘‘and’’ in the French 
class. While passing cut cf the building and down State street, 
the following recollections were brought to mind: 

One day after we had beecme able to find cur way about in 
the building, we were told to meet on the following Monday, at 
the White Street School, on the outskirts of the city. There we 
passed two months of our school hfe. Who will ever forget those 
rides on the special cars? Or the time I was going to (so the 
fellows said) throw the conductor off the ear? Then the times we 
had practising cheering, in preparation for the occupancy of the 
new building, at the same time skillfully balancing ourselves on 
the edge of the sandbank. 

But soon came our second move and we found ourselves im 
the wing of the new building. Here we had to settle down to 
studies, to make up for lost time, yet we still found time for other 
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things. When the question of a general class-pin was brought up 
we took our full part in the discussion and then were not satisfied. 
It was one of our class who made the design finally adopted for 
the pin, and another who made the best of the speeches lauding 
the ‘‘Universal Pin.’’ During the latter part of this year, we, 
also, exercised our voices debating in the English Class. The next 
year, we united with 1910 to form the ‘‘Owls,’’ to keep up this 
same work. 

It was in our Sophomore year that we really began to do 
things in athletics. Among other things, we furnished eight out 
of nine members for the Tech crew in the Tech-Central boat race. 
A little later, first at the ‘‘ Village School,’’ then at a sleighride 
and the Sophomore Dance, we started in really to get acquainted 
with the girls in our class, a task which some have earried on 
faithfully and others have dropped. The last of the year we 
elected the Oriole Board and then, after receiving our ecards, left 
for the summer. 

During the next year the great events were of course the 
‘Oriole Play’’ and the bringing out of the fifth volume of the 
Oriole. Members of the ‘‘Forum,’’ the old debating society of the 
‘*Mechanie Arts’’ revived, gave a Junior-Senior debate in the 
hall in June, wherein the Junior team won for ’09. We cele- 
brated the finish of our year’s work, by the ‘‘Moonlght’’ sail, 
given to the Seniors just before they passed their titles on to us. 

When we gathered in the fall again, we were determined not 
to take second place anywhere, although our numbers had been 
ereatly reduced during three years. We managed and furnished 
most of the actors for the ‘‘Senior Play,’’? which many said set a 
new standard in High School Dramatics; later, part of the pro- 
ceeds aided in securing an asbestos curtain for the Assembly 
Hall. 

We ended our athletic careers, wherein we had furnished 
many times our quota of captains and men, among whom were an 
unusual number of unusual athletics, by running away with class 
championships galore, fall outdoor track, football, basketball, in- 
door-track, ba— 

At this moment I looked up and discovered that I was in 
front of the new Technical High School. Hastily entering, I 
found I was only in time to hear the last words of the speaker, 
‘And so let us try to develop in our lives those characteristics 
tor=which sl) Hes S. may» be: saidetovstand, Truth, sHumor 
Simpliecity.”’ 
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Senior Prophecy 
By Joseph K. Colton. 


TROLLING casually to the window, J. Raymond Barrett 
looked out at the scudding airships. There were many 
burdened with goods for far, distant corners of the 
world, while others had nearby cities for their destina- 

tion. Still others carried no freight, but merely sought the pat- 
ronage of the men in the monster concrete structures that rose 
in all parts of the greatest commercial center in the New World. 
Each and every ship bore the magic word, ‘‘Barrett.’’ With a 
sigh of self-satisfaction, J. Raymond returned to his desk in the 
sumptuously appointed office. 

As the portly financier settled into his swivel chair, his eye 
hghted upon a copy of a Springfield newspaper which, in bold 
headlines reaching across a full page, announced the visit to the 
city of several of the most distinguished men then in the pubhe 
eye. Glancing further down the page, he noted with chagrin 
that his name was merely mentioned. The entire page was de- 
voted to the notables and to the reunion of the class of 1909, 
which had been held in the beautiful Technical High School 
auditorium, capable of seating three thousand persons. J. Ray- 
mond flicked the ash from his Suffield stogy, and read this article: 

Springfield, June 2, 1939: In the Technical High School 
auditorium last night the class of 1909 held its first reunion in 
ten years. It was a brilliant assembly. Secretary of the Treasury 
Robert Nichols and Mrs. Nichols; Silas K. Champlin, president- 
elect of Podunque University; Speaker Henry Theroux of the 
House; and the eminent tragedian, George F. Dickinson, graced 
the festive occasion with their presence, to renew acquaintances 
and friendships formed in the Tech building of long ago. J. R. 
Barrett, president of the International Airship Lines, and once 
leading member of the Tech Marathon Club, was not present, 
much to the disappointment of the feminine element. 

J. Robert Montgomery, looking very aged and. troubled, 
probably with matrimonial woes, presided. Precisely at eight 
o’clock Mr. Montgomery was about to eall for order, when one of 
his little boys, becoming restless, set up a howl that threatened 
dire results to that urchin, when William Robinson, M. D., came 
forward and administered a large dose of soothing syrup to the 
peace disturber. The result was gratifying in the extreme, and 
after the reunion Dr. Robinson did a thriving business in syrup. 
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After the transaction of business, a mock trial was held. The 
characters were extremely true to life, and a number of knocks 
were handed out which were good-naturedly received. i. Russell 
Brown, manager of Shattuck’s chain of fashion stores, was on 
trial, charged with the serious crime of consulting his commercial 
history book with intent to learn his lesson. Walter Newhouse, 
physic: al instructor at Podunque University, was the judge. The 
lawyers were well chosen, as they knew how to talk and were not 
at all bashful in haranguing each cther. Irving P. Salisbury, 
city solicitor fer Ludlow, ecnducted the prosecution and George 
KF. Schwenger, press agent for George F. Dickinson, defended Mr. 
Brown. 

Conclusive proof was brought forward by Lawyer Salisbury, 
to the effect that the prisoner had actually handled a commercial 
history. He called three witnesses to the stand, Ambrose H. Rey- 
nclds, Knight of the Eraser and proprietor of the Reynolds’ Sign 
Painting Company, of Chicopee; Mrs. Mildred Keyes Roose- 
budd, chairman of the local Suffragette Society ; and Carl Knoff, 
the international Socialist leader. They testified to the effect that 
the accused had been seen to carry said history. Things looked 
extremely grave for the flaxen haired prisoner when the prose- 
eution rested. 

Wearing a supercilious smile, Lawyer Schwenger rose and 
called to the stand William Provost. The unquestionable in- 
tegrity of the man, and his reputation for strict honesty in all 
his dealings, made his testimony sink deep into the hearts of those 
in the hall. He testified on oath, that to his knowledge the pris- 
ener had never cpened a history. Gertrude A. Haskins, although 
declaring that she had merely the friendliest feeling for the hand- 
some unfortunate, thereby causing a mild sensation, seconded 
Prof. Provost’s remarks. As Miss Haskins is a member of the 
school committee, and a woman of sound sense, her words made a 
deep impression. Lawyer Schwenger then allowed his ease to 
rest, confident that the verdict would be favorable to his ehent.

An imitation of himself study- 
ing a lesson was a distinct hit. The evening’s entertainment was 
brought to a close by the class rising and singing the class song. 

Mayor Milton M. Smith, who always ran things in his. palmy 
days at Tech, took a great deal of pleasure in doling out good 
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advice to his former classmates and missmates. His remarks 
were respectfully received, except in a few isolated instances, 
when some impudent Nineteen Niner tried to impress him with 
the need of brevity. It was a tired but happy crowd that left 
the hall when the hands on the clock had reached and passed the 
midnight hour.

EALIZING that this edition of the Onole will undoubtedly 
have a world-wide circulation, and be carefully treasured 
for many years, I have undertaken the pleasurable task 
of making public several extracts from a most extraordi- 

nary private journal, which recently came into my possession. 
Not wishing to tire the reader with the full text of the original 
manuscript, whose entries were mostly French or German, I have 
translated only a few of the most interesting.

October 1, 190-. 


This morning without difficulty I found my way to the Tech- 
nical High School. I was met by a tall young fellow, light-haired 
and jolly.

He escorted 
me to the Assembly Hall, where the morning exercises were in 
progress.

November 15, 190-. 

My guide failed me this morning. After waiting for him 
several moments I decided to try and find my way about alone. 
I strode rapidly down the long corridors and mounted a long 
flight of stairs. I was very much surprised to find myself in 
the Department of Mechanical Drawing. Here, as well as every- 
where, I saw that the Sophomores were very much in evidence. 
Their corner of the room was a seene of painstaking activity. 
The businesslike air displayed by the Latin Burdick and the short 
Long impressed me. What a difference in a fellow the study 
makes! Short Latin, Long Mechanics. Two other youths, Pelton 
and Wetsel, were especially clever in their work.

Taylor, Spooner and Christopher whom I judge was chairman. 
They were deciding on the decorations of dark green and white 
erepe paper, the Sophomore’s class colors. They endorsed the 
idea of the young ladies, Mlles. Stibbs and Benoit, who offered 
to make paper flowers to be used to match the couples for the 
grand march. 

Strolling alongside the next little gathering I heard who 
were to have charge of the games. I noted Miles. Pinder, Rich, 
Roy and Willis, and Messieurs Tallman, Dehner, Palmer and 
Wallenburg who was chairman. They were planning to present 
a little farce entitled ‘‘Galatea of the Toy Shop.’’ They all 
voted that Saxon Clark, as Galatea, and Spencer Gowrie, as the 
doll, would be a roaring success, and I agreed with them. They 
spoke in glowing terms of the head of the English Department 
who, it seems, was to coach the boys for the farce. 


March 1, 190-. 

Today I overheard a committee enthusiastically planning for 
an event of great moment. It was the Sophomore danee,to be held 
at Touraine Hall, April 23, 190-. They were arranging to estab- 
lish a precedent for other class dances by having refreshments 
served in the hall. Apparently at the former dances the young 
gentlemen were compelled to take their dainty partners across 
the way to the neighboring drug stores for their collation. These 
Sophomores were to do away with this annoyance by having re- 
freshments served in the hall at reasonable prices. The chief 
workers were Mlles. Dame, Glynn and White, and Messieurs 
Burt, Christopher, Gaylord and Robinson who was chairman. 
April 5, 190-. 

I have become so well acquainted with the pupils that I be- 
came greatly interested today in the plans that are being formed 
for a Hall of Fame, in which there are to be different alcoves 
devoted to various phases of the school life. Tablets and monu- 
ments are to be erected to the prominent ones who distinguish 
themselves in their studies or in athletics. When the scheme is 


carried out it will be a notable addition to the school. In the 
mental forecast I picture,— 


A carved archway giving entrance to a spacious hall, flanked 
with alcoves; in the center of each will be pedestals surmounted 
by busts of the honored class officers. In the first, at the right, 
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will be the solemn features of President Powell; in the center of 
the next, the jolly face of Vice-President Mlle. Hastings, fairly 
laughing at you. In the further alcove I see the serious face of 
Secretary M. Sherwood, done in bronze. On the left side, Ath- 
letic Manager Mlle. Goodenough beams upon you genially, while 
in the next aleove Treasurer Mile. Williams appears coquetishly 
drooping her eyes; beyond her stands M. Long, the boys’ athletic 
manager, wearing the deep seriousness of a genius; and last, but 
not least, comes the classical face of M. Seantlebury, the mem- 
ber-at-large. The first aleove on the right is to be dedicated to 
Sophomore Athletics. The walls will be in frescoe, the paintings 
representing important events in the field of athletics. The bor- 
der is to be skillfully composed of baseballs, bats, foot and basket- 
balls, spiked shoes, oars and racing shells. Ashton, the high 
jumper, is to be here done on canvas, with rare skill showing 
him winning his ‘‘S’’ at the meet February 12, 190-. While 
‘*Snick’’? Woods, my jolly guide, also a high jumper, will be 
realistically portrayed on the same canvas, as waiting his turn. 
Calnan, the quarterback, and Newhouse, the end, are to be im- 
mortalized in a group statuette, in company with Taylor, the 
oarsman, as he holds down his ‘‘S’’ in carved marble. All these 
are ’varsity men. Bradley, the expert little basketball player, 
will be seen standing on tiptoe in alabaster; and Gibbs, an- 
other oarsman, will be ‘‘pulling for the shore’’ in the same 
material. The second alcove will be devoted to the intellectual 
side of the school. Along the center wall there are to be a group 
of statues bearing the names of Baker, Bugbee and Ostrander, 
who are noted historians. On one side of the room will be ar- 
ranged tablets telling of Kendall, Bardwell and Stevens, eminent 
physicists and scientists. The opposite wall will be hidden by 
an immense tablet immortalizing the famous Typewriting Class. 
The faces of Messieurs Bearg and Wallenburg, the only boys in 
the class, standing out in bas-relief around which are to be artisti- 
eally grouped Miles. Powell, White, Roy and Egan as the mosi 
illustrious. 

An artistic piece of work is a modeled panel, the border of 
which is to be decorated with pens, pencils and banknotes, show- 
ing a ledger upon which are inscribed the names of the Book- 
keeping Class. I can see upon the scroll the names of Miles. 
Willis, White and Young, and Messieurs Rauch and Specht head- 
ing the list. 
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A beautiful stained glass window is dedicated to the stu- 
dents of the German Class and is to have a centerpiece picture 
of Der Drachenfels, underneath which I can see on a dark green 
background the names, in purest white, of Fraulein Pinder and 
Slavinsky and Herr Clark.

The Outdoor Track Team has taken part in four meets; the 
Amherst meet May 15, the Hartford meet May 22, the Wesleyan 
meet May 29, and Trojan meet at Hartford May 31.

Springfield with four men, Todd, Frary, Brigham, and 
Barrett, succeeded in capturing four firsts, thereby winning the 
meet and a large, handsome trophy cup. At the Hartford meet 
Springfield was defeated by the close score of 54 to 50. Sprine- 
field was especially strong in the dashes, but in the field they 
were very weak. The most interesting ‘meet was at Amherst 
where Springfield competed against Williston, Hartford, Hol- 
yoke, Worcester Classical High, Adams, Amherst High, and 
Smith’s Academy. The meet was won by Williston with a mar- 
gin of about twenty-three points over Hartford. Springfield 
was third with twenty-two points, while Holyoke and Adams 
tied for fourth with 10 8-15 points. The meet was one of the 
fastest ever held by these preparatory and high schools. In 
nearly every event the time was better than last vear. Blackmer, 
of Worcester, sprang a surprise in taking the hundred in ten 
flat. Brigham, of Springfield, was one of the stars of the meet, 
winning the quarter and the half in fast time The record in 
the mile was lowered by Youngs, of Williston, who finished in 
4 minutes, 30 4-5 seconds.
